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By  itc  notes  of  23  January  ar.d  20  March  lent,  the  Svdi’a  Logction 
had  the  honor  of  Informing  the  Imperial  Ministry  for  Foreign  Affairs 
that  according  to  a  communicntion  from  the  G?voi.nnent  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  it  /the  U-..3.  Government;/  furnishes ' the  International  Bed  Crocs 
Committee  ea^h  ’-oek  wivh  the  complete  Jinta  from  prisoners  of  wpr  camps 
wherein  Japanese  subjects  ere  de+aired.  The  li3ta  indicate  the  number 
of  officers,  of  nen  •commissioned  officers, of  soldiers  and  of  protected 
persons.  The  Government  of  Washington  h*s  mentionod  that  it  hae  not 
received  similar  information  from  Japan. 


The  Government  of  tie  United  States  hae  etkod  therefore  that 
the  Japanese  Government  transmit  immediately  to  tho  Protecting  Power  and 
to  the  International  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross  the  list  of  ‘c:\np-j  where 
American  prisoners  of  war  are  hold-  indicating  the  geographical  position 
of  these  cempc  as  well  as  tho  number  of  officers.  non-comminsloned  officers 
soldiers  and  medical  interne sa  in  oa?h  comp.  It  /the  Government  of  the 
United  States/  would  consider  it  desirable  that  the  Jcpanese  Government 
furnish  such  reports  at  least  monthly. 


llo  rep.V  having  beon  received  to  this  day,'  the  Legation  takes 
the  liberty  of  celling  tho  kind  attention  of  the  Imperial  Ministry  to 
thlb  matter. 


The  Legation  avails  herself  of  thie  opportunity  to  reneu  the 
assurances  of  its  high  regard.
